If the responsibility lies with 
the dry cleaner because of a 
mishap in the processing, the 
cleaner should compensate you. 
The replacement cost probably 
will be based on the life 
expectancy, age and condition 
of the garment. 

However, if the problem 
stems from a condition of use, 
such as a particularly stubborn 
stain or the age or condition of 
the item, you may have no 
recourse.

It is best to store garments 
uncovered or in fabric garment 
bags that do not "sweat" like 
plastic.
